Large numbers of negroes were 
arriving tonight from the surrounding 
country and a seemed inev- 
itable.

Negro Opens Deadly Fire. 

At that time Ed Suddeth ran out ofa 
house across the street and opened fire, 
instantly killing City Attorney Beav- 
ers and wounding Oliver and Thomp- 
son, all of whom were passing and had 
taken no part in the trouble. 

Suddeth took refuge in a nearby 
house, which was bombarded with guns 
and revolvers by several white men. 
The house was set afire, and Suddein 
fled. He was shot, but not fatally in- 
jured. He was taken to the water tank, 
a rope placed about his neck and he 
was swung up. 

It was then decided, however, that 
to kill him would precipitate a general 
race war, and he was cut down. He 
was placed in a vacant building and 
guarded, but later it was determined 
to take him to jail.

San Francisco, October 22.—The main 
army of the Chinese government un- 
der War Minister Tien Techang, said 
to number 20,000 men, was defeated 
yesterday at Kwang Shui, Hu Peh 
province, according to a cable received 
by The Chinese Free Press, of this 
city. 

The rebe) army of 15,000 under Li 
Yueng, it Is stated, captured artillery, 
baggage train and ammunition of the 
imperial army, which retreated to She 
Cot. 

Imperialists Completely Routed. 

The cable stated that the imperial 
completely routed and 
abandoned their supply trains during 
the retreat. The mountain passes at 
Kwang Shui, said to be of great stra- 


tegic value, now are reported to be 
held by the revolutionists, giving them 
of the Hankow-Peking ral)- 
which the imperial troops 
are being moved. Revolutionists burn- 
ed the governér’s residence at Tsi 
Nan Fu, according to cables to the 
Chinese Free Press, and the majority 
of the imperla] troops went over to 
the revolutionists, 
Text of Cablegram, 

Following is a translation of the 
cable announcing the imperial defeat 
received by The Free Press: 

“Shanghai, October 22,,7 a. m.—Big 
engagement between revolution forces, 
imperial army. Fifteen thousand 
revolutionists attacked General Yin 
Tchang’s army in mountain pass at 
Kwang Shi in the mountain range be- 
tween Hu-Peh and Henan provinces, 
where General Yin made headquarters. 
Imperial army retreated, great slaugh- 
ter, 21 miles north. All stores, artil- 
lery and ammunition, of General Yin 
left behind captured by revolutionists. 
Great victory for commander in chief 
Li Yuen Huen, who led rebel army. 
Revolutionists control every mountain 
pass.”

The martial spirit of the 
imperialists is said to be exceeding) 
low. 

Yuan Shi Kal, newly-appointed vice- 
roy of the Hu Peh and Hu Nan, 80 
far as is known, has not made any 
move in the direction of the disaffected 
provinces. 

The Peking government and Gen- 
eral Chao Erh Hsun, viceroy of Man- 
churia, have made separate applica- 
tions to t@®e Yokohama specie bank 
for a loan of several million yen. It its 
understood that the applications have 
practically been complied with, al- 
though the exact amounts and the 
terms of the loans have not been made 
public.

Madero Won't Find the Pres- 
idency An Easy Place 


At Present There Are Revolts 
in Five States of Republic. 
Bridges Being Blown Up and 
Buildings Burned — Zapata 
Heads Most Serious Revolt. 


Mexico City, October 22.—Two 
bridges blown out On the Inter-Oceanic 
railroad, one station building burned 
and two small battles with federal 
troops, 

This is the substance of the record 
the government will have of today’s 
campaign against the Zapatistas in 
the south. 

The apparent inability of the gov- 
ernment to capture Emiliano Zapata or 
to put down his insurrection leads to 
the belief that the pacification of the 
south will remain for Francisco lI. 
Madero when he assumes the presi- 
dency next month. 

In addition to the Zapata problem 
the new executive must also deal with 
embarrassing situations in various 
parts of the republic. 

Five Points of Rebellion. 

Though the country nominally is at 
peace and he was cnosen for the 
presidency with no opposition it is a 
fact that today there are five points 
of insurrection. The provisional gov- 
ernment may quell a portion of these 
in the few intervening days or they 
may gwindle away without the use of 
the army, but there is every indication 
that a fair part of the task will fall 
to Madero. 

The bridge destroying and burning 
expedition today took place near the 
line between the states of Morelos and 
Mexico. The station burned was that 
at Napantla. The larger of the two 
bridges destroyed was 150 feet long. A 
government official reporting the inci- 
dent estimates the number of Zapatis- 
tas engaged at 500.

Panama Canal— Intimates

New York, October 22.—Francisco 
Esceber, consul general of Colombia, 
made public today a letter written by 
him to Theodore Roosevelt, replying 
to the recently published article of 
the former president on “How § the 
United States acquired the right to 
build the Panama Canal.” 

Questions Roosevelt’s Assertions, 

The consul general questions the re- 
liability of many of the assertions 
made in the Roosevelt article, writing 
in part: 

“Il am addressing you as an individ- 
ual, and do not wish to reflect either 
upon the government or the people 
of the United States, for whom I have 
the deepest respect and regard. 

“In a signed article purporting to 
show how the Uniteq States acquired 
the right ta build the Panama Canal, 
you say that ‘Colombia had shown 
herself utterly incompetent to perform 
the ordinary governmental duties ex- 
pected of a civilized state.’ In sum- 
ming up your actions ag president, you 
declare, ‘we did harm to no one save 
as harm is done to a bandit by a police- 
man who deprives him of his chance 
of blackmail.’ ”’ 


Insults and Slanders. 


“In default of argument to refute 
the oft-repeated charges that you dealt 
unfairly with Colombia; that you vio- 
lated a public treaty in which the 
United States had pledged its honor 
aS a@ nation to guarantee the sover- 
eignty of Colombia over the Isthmus: 
that you recognized the fake republic 
of Panama in defiance of the accepted 
people of the international law, you 
hurl insults and slanders at the unfor- 
tunate country you robbed of her most

OVER COUNTRY 


Low Temperatures to Prevail 
Generally This Week, Ac- 


cording to Bureau. 


Washington, Octdéber 22.—-Low  tem- 
peratures will prevail over thre entire 
country this week, according to a bul- 
letin issued by the bureau tonight 
Frosts are predicted for the interior 
of the Gulf states and the Ohio valley 
and there is a probability of snow in 
the Great Lake region. 

“There are no indications at the 
present time of a disturbance in the 
Gulf of Mexico or the West Indies,” 
Says the statement. “An area of low 
barometric pressure of great magni- 
tude over the British Isles will move 
eastward ang cause stormy weather 
over Europe during the next several 
days. 

“In the United States the tempera- 
ture during the week will average low 
for the season over practically all dis- 
tricts from the Rocky Mountains to 
the Atlantic coast, and there will be 
frosts on Monday in the interior of the 
Gulf states and in the Ohio valley and 
by Tuesday or Wednesday in the mid- 
dle Atlantic and elevated regions in 
the south Atlantic states. 

“The precipitation for the week will 
be below the normal generally. There 
will be rain or snow Monday in the 
region of the Great Lakes and Mon- 
day and probably Monday night in the 
middle Atlantic and New England 
states, followed by a change to colder 
weather in the districts Tuesday. The 
next general disturbance to cross the 
country will appear in the northwest 
Tuesday or Wednesday, advance east-

Lisbon, via the Frontier, October 
22.—As time passes and the failure

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‘PREVENTING TRAFFIC ACCIDENTS. 


In a strong communication, published in another column, Hon. 
Harvie Jordan commends The Constitution for its insistence upon 
the enforcement of traffic regulations, to the end of minimizing 
accidents trom automobiles and other vehicles. 

It is futile to expect a diminution of these tragic affairs until 
every person who may actively or passively figure in them has 
been impressed with these facts: 

That the laws are going to be enforced, and that the obliga- 
tion of vigilance rests first upon the authorities, next upon drivers 
of all manner of vehicles, and then, with hardly less force, upon 
the pedestrian. No amount of preaching and regrets, or of “gin- 
| gering up” of ordinances will be effectual until all three parties 
understand and discharge their part in the complicated matter of 
making street traffic as safe as possible. 

The auto or bicycle or other vehicle that speeds madly past a 
slowing trolley car violates the ordinance, and its driver, whoever

As The Constitutiom has often insisted, they should occasion- 
ally place officers on trolley cars, and the first vehicle that fails 
to observe the provisions of the law must be stopped short, and 
its driver prosecuted to the law’s limit. The same rule should 
apply to reckless speeding, to street maneuvering that violates the 
iaw, to “skirting” around cars or other vehicles and to wifringe 
ments of the well-understood regulations of the road. 

When the officials have done their utmost in enforcing the 


regulations, there will still be accidents, unless the public generally 
gives its cooperation. If major and minor mishaps are to be 
avoided, the obligation of eternal yigilance must rest almost as 
strongly upon the pedestrian or the alighting trolley passenger 
as upon the auto driver, the bicyclist or the driver of any other 
vehicle. The street is the place for traffic. The stdewalk is the 
place given over exclusively to the pedestrian. When it becomes 
necessary for the pedestrian to cross the street, or to alight from 
a trolley, it is, his duty, in self-protection and common sense, to 
take due precaution in seeing if the way is clear. The most 
careful bicyclist, the most scrupulous chauffeur, the most skillful 
handler of horses, cannot be expected to avoid running down pe- 
destrians if the latter lose their heads, refuse to use their eyes 
and thrust themselves absent-mindedly into danger. 

It was shown, for instance, in the latest distressing auto acci- 
dent, that the venerable victim took a sudden resolve to cross the 
Street, without first ascertaining if the way was clear. The iney- 
itable happened. The machine that struck him was running on 
second gear and so slowly that it brought up within a few feet 
of the scene of the accident. The verdict, of necessity, was that 
the accident was unavoidable. It would have happened had the 
victim been hit by a horse going at a walk, a bicycle creeping along 
or any other vehicle closely conforming to the regulations. And 
the dead man would have been alive today had he taken the simple 
precaution of making an ordinary inspection of the crowded stréet 
before he attempted to cross it. 

The Constitution has always stood, and will always stand, for 
rigid enforcement of the regulations, and will continue to agitate 
until 1t becomes a uniform fact. But if killings and maimings are 
to be brought to an irreducible minimum, it must be remembered 
that in the matter of preventing traffic accidents there are two 
parties to the compact, and that if the obligation of extraordinary 
vigilance is upon the driver, the obligation of at least ordinary 
vigilance rests no less strongly upon the pedestrian.

HALL RECLAIMS ITS ROAD-MAKERS. | 


Following the lead of the more enterprising counties in Geor- 
gia, Hall county, as related in The Constitution, has reclaimed its 
quota of convicts from Jackson and Gwinnett counties and plans 


jto forthwith put them to work upon its own highways. 


The policy is commendable in the highest degree, and indicates 
an awakening that will eventually mean untold impulse to general 
development throughout the country. Hall is one of the largest 
counties in northern Georgia. It is one of the richest of the counties 
in the state, from the standpoint of agriculture and fruit culture. 
Gainesville and the county generally enjoy a record for health and 
salubrity of climate that nas made the former city one of the sum- 
mer resorts of the state. / 

The county enjoys an ideal strategic location, as a sort of 
entrepot and point of collection and distribution for the mountain 
country beyond. With improved roads, roads passable the year 
round, traffic otf every nature would pour through Hall and Gaines- 
ville, enhancing land values and bringing in new blood in a way 
to enhance a development already marvelous. 

The influence of Hall’s example upon the other counties. of 
mountainous Georgia should also be considerable. The entire tier 
of Blue Ridge counties, of which Hall is the southern boundary, 
are tragically in need of transportation facilities. In several of them 
the screech of a locomotive has never been heard. The engineering 
difficulties in the way of a railroad have cut them off from the con- 
tinued stimulus of civilization, with the inevitable consequence that 
their splendid mineral, timber and agricultural resources, lie almost 
dormant. 

In another respect, they are annually losing incalculable sums 
by tailure to develop a good-roads system. The portion of Georgia 
of which they are a part contains scenic glories rivaling those of 
Switzerland and the much-touted attractions of the far-western states. 
Once access to Rabun and Habersham and White and Gilmer and 
Dawson and Pickens and Lumpkin is made easy, they will each 
year be thronged by health and pleasure seekers. What this will 
mean in money spent and in permanent residents attracted, need 
not be elaborated. 

It is, then, to be hoped that Hall, which stands at the gateway 
of the Blue Ridge, has set an example which will be speedily fol- 
lowed by the counties farther north. But the action of the countv 
is itself of sufficiently important bearing upon the improvement of 
its opportunities to offer cause for gratification.

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POLITICS AND GAME PROTECTION. 


: Lhe farmers, the sportsmen and the people generally of Geor- 
gia hailed with cordial approval the act of the latest session of the 
legislature in creating a department for the protection of game in 
this state. Viewing the widespread interest in the practical func- 
tions of this new branch of the state administration, it is a source 
of keen regret that it should already have become embroiled in 
rumors of political intrigue and partisan politics. 

According to a Macon news dispatch, published elsewhere 
this morning, it 1s freely charged by farmers, following the first 
annual session of the game wardens, that the department is 
threatened with becoming, if it has not already become, the foot- 
ball of partisanship. 

The Constitution hopes these accusations are ill-founded. [It 
has taken manv years to secure the establishment of a depart- 
ment that would protect the birds that safeguard Georgia crops 
and preserve the state’s feathered tribe from the depredations of 
the pot-hunters. To have it now openly stated that the depart- 
ment is already being made a partisan political asset, with patron- 
age and fees being parcelled out to bolster up individual political 
iortunes, is discouraging, to put it mildly. 

One branch of the state government closely touching the 
farmer is even now under investigation on almost identical] 
grounds. To have the plague extend to this latest and most val- 
uable agricultural adjunct would be a calamity. = 

[f conditions as charged in the Macon dispatch really do exist. 
they should be forthwith scourged from the game department be 
fore they grow into scandalous proportions requiring stccessive 
probes and legislative efforts at dislodgement. 

The game department has no business in partisan politics! In 
justice to the many elements interested in its efficient adminis-

Next after the proper preparation and fertilization of the soil follows 
the planting of the seed. For a hundred years or more the practice has 
been to sow the seed in a continuous stream along the furrow, so that the 
plants shall appear in an unbroken band, with more or less jagged and 
uneven edges, from end to end of the row. Until within the last forty to 
fifty years the planting furrows were opened with an ordinary scooter, the 
seeds sown by hand at the rate of two to three bushels per acre, and cov- 
,ered with an 18-inch board attached to a plain scooter stock. This method 
'caused the plants to come up in very irregular form, covering six ar eight 
inches in width. After “barring” off these broad strips by means of a 
turning shovel, the hand hoe was put to work “chopping out” most of the 
surplus plants.. The general adoption of the cotton planting machine— 
crude as it was (and is)—resulted in a great saving of planting seed, while 
also facilitating the operation of “chopping out.” With few exceptions, this 
plan of continuous seeding and chopping out still prevails throughout the 
south, and it constitutes the most costly detail of cotton culture, because it 
is done almost exclusively by the hand hoe in the hands of a costly laborer, 
without the slightest aid from horse or other power or machinery. Once 


It is a detail that cannot be deferred to a later period or until the plants 
| shall become strong and firmly established, because of the rapid growth of 
| the grass that usually comes up with the cotton, and the effect of the crowd- 
| ing of the unthinned plants. 

My theory and practice for many years has been to “block out” the 
cotton plants at the rate of two to three acres per day, the workers going 
at a half-walking gait, and rarely striking twice in the same place, thus 
accomplishing the destruction of twice or three times as much grass and 
surplus cotton plants as would be practicable if the plants be put to a final 
stand at once. After getting over the crop—say, in five to eight good work- 
ing days—the second hoeing is almost immediately begun, and the plants 
put to a final stand. This ought to be the last work of the hand hoe. 

The Hand Hoe in common use is usually the Scovill, or some similar 
form. It does good work in heavy, cloddy, uneven, bushy soils, but is too 
heavy for light, rapid work in a well-prepared, well-planted cotton field. 
The shank hoe, or goose-neck hoe, such as we usually see in the kitchen 
and flower garden, is the right style also for field use, whether in cotton, 
corn, potatoes or tobacco. It should have a light ash handle, not over five 
feet in length, for use by an ordinary man. The width of the blade may 
| be from six to eight inches, and sometimes wider still. Indeed, it would not 
be a bad idea to have hoes of different widths for different uses, or for 
different laborers. 

The hand hoes—as well as every tool—should be kept sharp. The cele- 
|ebrated David Dickson used to require the foreman of his hoe gang to carry 
a suitable steel or stone sharpener and see that every hoe was “whetted™ 
several times a day. (By the way, every farmer should own a modern emery 
or carborundum tool-sharpening machine, similar to the mowing blade grind- 
er, which will do more grinding in one hour than will an ordinary grind- 
tone in half a day, and will sharpen anything, from a pocket-knife to a 
broad-ax, or a twenty-inch disk.)

‘crop would be what I have called “Hill and Space Planting,” or planting 
he an chopped out,’ which means to drop four to six or eight seeds at 


the distance apart the single plants are finally to stand. This may even 
now be done by hand and should always be done where a farmer has a few 
bushels of carefully selected (culled) seed of “pedigree” cotton, and thre is no 
machine that will do it as well or better. Of course—and the first state- 
ment was so guarded—this plan requires the previous thorough preparation 
of the seed bed, so that every individual seed shall be capable of producing 
a healthy, vigorous, productive plant. And why not—if you please—such 
careful previous preparation, etc.? Why not carry into the cotton, corn 
or tobacco fields the careful methods of the skillful gardener? Why not? 
Echo answers, “Why not?” It will have to be done sooner or later, if this 
/country shall continue to feed and cloth its teeming and ever-increasing pop- 
ulation. We will have to produce twenty or twenty-five million bales of 
cotton annually before the boy of today becomes the grandfather of the fu- 
ture. Why not produce such crops at the rate of a bale to the acre as an 
average, instead of requiring fifty or sixty million acres to secure them? 
Some farmers are now producing at that rate, and even more. Let one- 
half of the area planted yield one and a half bales per acre and the other 
‘half one-half. bale per acre, and the fact will be accomplished; the result 
would be thirty million bales from our present area in cotton. And so with 
corn, oats, wheat and other crops, in due proportion.

MYCATIC STOMATITIS OF COW. 

J. F. Tindall, Rhime, Ga. I have a 
cow with what seems to be a very sore 
mouth, judging from the way she slob- 
bers and her inability to chew her 
food. She has been sick about one 
week and is losing flesh rapidly. Have 
been pasturing her on green velvet 
bean vines and crab grass two weeks. 
and feeding her at night and morning 
a moderate amount of cotton seed meal 
and green cotton seed. She gets grad- 
ually worse. I can't find anything 
wrong but her mouth. She is four 
years old and has her second calf— 
calf about five weeks old. Do you 
think green velvet bean vines has any- 
thing to do with it? Would appre- 
clate any information vou may give 
me on the subject. I take The Con- 
stitution and consider you rellable au- 
thority. 

Answer.—Your cow has. what is 
known a8 Mycatic Stomatitis, or “Sore- 
Mouth of Cattle,” caused by eating 
certain kinds of molds or fungi found 
Om rang vegetation. It is not conta- 
gious at all. I would remove the cow 
from the pasture to the barn or barn 
lot and feed on soft nutritious food 
such as bran masnes, ground feeds and 
gruels. Keep a basket of fresh, cool 
water in her manger so that she may 
drink or rinse out her mouth at will 
In the first two buckets given to her 
during the day, dissolve one table- 
spoonful of clorate of potash, or 2 
heaping tablespoonfuls of borax. Also 
swab out her mouth once or twice a 
day with a 2 per cent solution of car- 
bolic acid, or a one per cént solution 
of peroxide of hydrogen. This should 
be followed by % tablespoonful of 
alum, or borax, or chlorate of potash, 
placed upon the tongue. 


LAME MULE. 


J. O. Brady, Glenwood, Ga.—-| am a 
subscriber to The Constitution, and 
would like to get some information 
from the farmers’ department. I have 
a mule that is lame in her left hind 
leg, and her hip is perished away some. 
When she walks she drags:her foot 
She seems to be stifled: was that way 
when I bought her. Please tell me 
what to do for her to cure and to 
cause her hip to fill out? inclose 
stamp for a private reply, to 
receive same at once. . 

Answer—From your description, I 
do not get a clear idea of the condi- 
tion of your mule. You say “When 
she walks she drags her foot.” Do you 
mean to say that she never brings that 
foot forward, but simply prejects it 
to the rear’? In other words, she does 
not use that foot and leg at all? If 
that is what vou mean, then the mule 
has dislocation of the stifle joint, or 
displacement of the patella (¢or Knee 
cap). The non-use of the leg may ac- 
count for the shrinkage of the muscles 
of the hip. Whatever possessed you to 
buy a mule in that fix? If, however, 
the mule can carry the lame leg and 
foot forward, or can step with it, then 
the stifle ts not dislocated. If the 
former, the dislocation must be re- 
duced by force, and then apply strong 
liniments to the point once a day. Also

The “Appler” (so named by my- 
self) is a selection from the earlier 
introduced Texas Rust-proof, the se- 
lection having been made by a very 
progressive and successful farmer of 
Harris county, Georgia, whose name 
‘was Appler, of whom I got seed. 

In buying seed oats, one should be 
careful not to get seed of any variety 
that has for years past been invariably 
sown in the spring, for such seed are 
very likely to be less hardy, less able 
to stand a severe cold snap. 

I prefer to sow oats after corn, as a 
general rule of sweccession and rotation; 
but there is no better place than the 
eotton field. If the cotton land was 
well prepared and well cultivated there 
will be no need of broad-cast plowing 
by way of preparation. The oat drill 
may be put to work in the cotton mid- 
dles, sowing two open furrows in 3-foot 
and three furrows in 3% to +-foot rows. 
The only objection to sowing in cotton
